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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's argunnents filed 8/4/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant states none of the references, taken individually or combined, teaches 
or suggests scalability. Uddenfeldt et al (US 5,327,576) teaches the output bit rates are 
adjusted according to the bit en-or rate information between a mobile station and a base 
station. Hence, switching between the full data rate mode and the half data rate mode 
scales the bit rates. 

Applicant states it would not be obvious or even practical to combine the 
Uddenfeldt TDMA cellular system with Chin's half duplex system. The examiner 
disagrees. Chin discloses half duplex systems maintain a low cost advantage (column 
3, lines 56-59). Half duplex TDMA systems transmit and receive in different time slots 
and therefore do not require a duplexer. This minimizes the circuit size and complexity 
as well as the cost. It would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to 
combine the Uddenfeldt TDMA cellular system with Chin's half duplex system for the 
reason stated in the previous office action. 

As stated in the previous office action Uddenfeldt discloses transmitting audio 
quality and output bit rate information by allocating extra bits in a reverse channel. 

For these reasons and the reasons stated in the previous office actions, the 
rejections of the claims are maintained.
